ENTRY OE U. S. FORCED 
THE HAND OE CONSTANTINE

London, June 13 - The entry of the 
United States into the war was to­ 
day being credited with being largely 
responsible for the abdication of King 
Constantine of Greece in favor of his 
second son, Prince Alexander. 
Constantine not only 
exerted 
an 
autocratic sway over the Greeks, but 
was strongly suspected of planning 
the entry of Greece Into the war on 
the side of Germany, 
The intervention 
of 
the 
United 
States lent prestige to the republican 
movement in Greece, headed by M. 
Venizelos, and lessened to an absolute 
minimum any chance Germany nad 
previously had bf making a victorious 
peace. 
Plans A>r dealing with the danger­ 
ous Greek situation began to assume 
definite shape at the allied conference 
at Savoy, in which the Italians played 
a prominent part. 
Constantine’s abdication 
was 
not 
voluntary. 
He held on until he could 
no longer resist the pressure. Final­ 
ly, in response to the 
demands 
of 
France, England and Russia he yon- 
sented to give up his throne. 
The outcome of the Greek Situation 
is problematical. There Were rumors 
today that Alexander would throw his 
lot with the allies, but 
the 
former 
king has many supporters who are 
pro-German in their war attitude and 
they may attempt to start a revolu­ 
tion. 


Athens, June 13.—The fall of Con­ 
stantine I, king of the Hellenes, has 
come. 
In response to the demand of 
the protecting powers, France, * Great 
Britain and Russia, he abdicted yes­ 
terday In favor of his second

This climax In the affairs of Greece 
was brought about through the agency 
of the French senator, M. Jonnart. 
who has held posts In several French 
cabinets, and who arrived at Athens 
only a day or two ago on a special 
mission as the representative of Great 
Britain.

It Is only n question of time in 
Morgan county that the number of 
cattle a man can keep will depend on 
bin summer pastiFe^Tfo the pest ft 
has been a question of keeping the 
catUt over winter, but the silo and 
velvet bean will solve this problem. 
Eour or Jive acres of good land plant­ 
ed to aorghmn and corn gUl easily 
fill a forty-ton silo and this, with only 
a small amount of velvet bean meal 
or spi^o other concentrate, will keep 
some fifteen head of cgttle in a grow­ 
ing condition through a feeding per­ 
iod of six months. They will be ready 
to put on new growth and flesS early 
In the spring and not lose a month or 
■O in getting buck to the < und it ion 
they were in the fall. Cattle are too 
high in price to allow them to lose 
flesh in winter, and feed, such as corn 
and hay. is too costly to feed exten­ 
sively to cattle. 
Therefore, the silo 
Is the oeiy solution. 
H wi** be too 
late to bqgin this preparation late in 
the xummer or fall to get the benefit' 
of p silo next winter. %he 
silage 
crops may be planted now and the 
silos he built sometime this summer. 
If a man has 16 or 20 head at cattle 
It would be wife for him to build a 
40 or 60-{<ra alio, costing hjpi approx­ 
imately $60 or $70, if he builds the 
wooden-hoop type. 
For small herds 
It Is well to begin with the wooden 
silo, as they are not very expensive to 
bnild and will last a number of years.

How was the figure of #1.800)000,000 
arrived at ? The answer Is simple. When 
the Secretary of the Treasury came to 
estimate tba additional war expenses 
for the year 1917-18, be calculated that 
they would amount to some #fl,ouo, 
000,000, of which #8,000,000,000 was to 
be allotted to tba allies, and #3.000. 
000,000 w«a to be utilised, for the dkh 
mastic purposes 
ThtnklJg 
& 
would be a fair proposition to divida 
this latter «urn between loans and 
taxes, be concluded that the amount 
to be raised by taxes was #1,800,000, 
000. 
There are two extreme theories, each 
of which may be dismissed with scant 
courtesy. Tba one La that all war ex 
peuditurea should be defrayed by loans, 
and tba other to that all war expendi­ 
tures should be, defrayed by taxea 
Each theory la untenable. 
U Is Indeed true that the burdens of 
tba war should be borne by tba pres­ 
ent rather than the futura generation; 
but this does not mean that they should 
be borne by thla year’s taxation. 
Meeting all war expenses by taxation 
makes the taxpayers In one or two 
years bear tbe burden of benefits that 
ought to be distributed at least ovar a 
decade within tbe same generation. 
In tbe second place, when expendi­ 
tures approach tbe gigantic suma of 
present-day warfare t&rtax-only pol­ 
icy would require more than the total 
surplus of social income.

where the disasters are so great and 
at the seme time so u:.m- >esdry, tbe 
tax-only policy may be declared Im­ 
practicable. 
Secretary McAdoo had the right In­ 
stinct and highly commendable cour­ 
age in deciding that a substantial por­ 
tion, at least, of tbe revenues should 
be derived from taxation.

Britain's Policy. 
Take Great Britain as an example. 
During the first year of the war she 
Increased taxea only slightly. In order 
to keep Industries going at top notch. 
During tbe second year aha raised by 
new taxes only 0 per cent of her war 
expenditures. 
Daring the third year 
she levied by additional taxes (over 
and above the pre-war level) only 
slightly more than 17 per cent of her 
war expenses. 
If we should attempt to do as much 
in tbe first year of the war as Great 
Britain did la the third year It would 
suffice to raise by taxation #1,250,000,- 
000.
